8. Hscd implications Thefiscd implications of thislegidation is uncertain. The impact cannot be
determined because the number of people who might violate the provisons of the code is unknown.

Assault and battery isa Class 1 misdemeanor. Anyone convicted of aClass 1 misdemeanor can be
sentenced totimeinjal. Any increaseinjail populaion will increase coststo the sate. The
Commonwedlth pays the localities $8.00 a day for each misdemeanant held in ajail and $14.00 a
day for each gate responsible inmate. It dso funds most of the jails operating codts, eg.
correctiond officers. The state's share of these costs on a per prisoner, per day basis varies from
locdity to locdlity. However, according to the Compensation Board, the estimated totd state
support for loca jails averaged $30.54 per inmate, per day in FY 1999.
